1192* —The Central Governinent, having considered In consultation with 
the Forward Markets Commisaion, the application for renewal ol recognition made 
under section 5 of the Forward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 (74 of 1962), 
by the East India Jute and Hessian Exchange Limited, 43, Netaji Subhas Road, 
Calcutta, and being satisfied that it would be in the interest of the trade and also 
in the public interest so to do, hereby grants, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by section 6 of the said Act, recognition to the said Exchange for a further period 
of one year ending with the 28th March, 1971, In respect of forward contracts In 
jute goods (hessian and sacking doth or bags or both, twines or yarns or both 
manufactured by any of the mills or any other manufactures of whatever nature 
made from jute) in the City of Calcutta. 

Explanation—In this notification, the expression "City of Calcutta*’ means—^ 

(1) Calcutta as defined In clause (ii) of section 5 of the Calcutta Municipal 

Act, 1951, (West Bengal Act No. 33 of 1951), together with part of 
Hastings North or South edge of Clyde Row and Strand Road to the 
river bank and the areas which were previously under the now defunct 
Tollygunge Municipality; 

(2) The Port of Calcutta; and 

(3) The District of 24 parganas, Nadia, Howrah and Hooghly. 

2. The recognition hereby granted is subject to the condition that the said 
Exchange shall comply with such directions as may from time to time be given 
by the Forward Markets Commission.
